mand all Our Lieutenants, Deputp⸗Lieutenants, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, Bap⸗ 
liffs, Headbozoughs, High-Conſtables, Petty⸗Conſtables, and all other Pur Officers Military and 
Civil, and all and every Our Loving Subjects within this Our Realm of England, Dominion of 
Wales, and Town of Berwick upon {\ weed, that they Appꝛehend and Cauſe to be Appzehended, all and 
every Perſon and Perſons, who shall Publiſh, Diſperſe oz Entertain, without Diſcovery thercok to the 
next Juſtice of the Peace, the ſaid Traiterous Paper, to the End they may be Pzoceeded againſt 
as Traptoꝛs to Us Our C:own and Dign:ty, as they will Anſwer the Contrary at their Peril.
